EARTHQUAKE SCIENCE, 


‘The Internal Fires of Earth and the Crack- 
ing of tho Upper Crust. 

It baa jong been the popular. belief 
that volcanoes were the cause of earth- 
quakes, ond maby scieutists bavo held 
to this thedry,” but Professor Jobu 
Milne, FP. BR. 8,,-who has recently been 
investigating tho causes cf earthquakes 
im Jépanj incousection with the Unie’ 
versity of Tokyo, made the statement 
in a lectore that most of these sbalings, 
probably 05 pet: cont; were caused by 
fractures of tho carth's crust. 

Be explained that the carth's crost 
was in perpetual motion, and the tremor 
‘was cither so slight as to be impercepti- 
ble or so great that it might plainly be 
felt. It is not, he said, nucessary to go 
to Japan or South America te study 
earthquakes, for an earthquake in one 
part of the world can, by.proper instro- 
ments, easily be recorded iv another. 

“The inside of the éarth is hot,"* said 
Professor Milne, ‘‘and the crast $s con- 
stantly breaking downward, and as it 
accominddates itself to what is under- 
neath, the surface of the earth's crust 
becomes puckered up, and mountaing 
and’ bills aro formed. - When any iuter- 
roption takes place in the process of the 
jwterbal crambling of the crust of the 
earth, there is a subsidence producing a 
violeut shaking, which 1s” called av 
earthquake. If o big shuking takes pluce 
im any part of the world, the motion is 
sufficient to Be propagated over the 
whole surface of the carth. 

“In countries where there are volca- | 
noes earthquakes are most frequent, but | 
they are not all directly attributable to | 
the volcances. Whew the ground open- | 
ing upward is near the ocean or other 
great body of water, volcnnoes are 
foupd there, for volcania action is dee 
to steam from water in beated rocks, 
tha water baving soaked throngh frum 
the surface.
